REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

For  the  Year  ended  3l8t  December,  1938. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  RepK>rt  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1958. 

The  vital  statistics  show  no  marked  departure  from  those  of  recent  years.  The  number  of  live  births 
attributable  to  the  District  was  191  or  10  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a birth  rate  of  12.9  (13.5 
adjusted)  as  compared  with  16.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  256  or  13  more  than  in  the  year  1957.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  17.3 
(10.7  adjusted)  as  compared  with  11.7  for  the  Country  as  a whole.  In  considering  these  figures  cognisance 
must  be  taken  of  the  fact  that  the  population  of  the  district  contains  a very  high  proportion  of  elderly  persons. 
The  adjusted  death  rate  of  10.7  makes  allowance  for  this  and  compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure. 
No  fewer  than  180  of  the  256  deaths  were  of  persons  over  the  age  of  70  years  and  16  were,  in  fact,  over  90 
years  of  age.  In  regard  to  causes  of  death  the  largest  increase  is  due  to  coronary  heart  disease,  the  number 
d)dng  from  this  cause  in  1958  being  38  as  compared  with  22  in  1957.  This  disease  is  causing  an  increasing 
number  of  deaths  at  a comparatively  young  age.  Several  factors  such  as  diet  and  exercise  have  been  pul 
forward  as  contributing  to  the  causation  but  the  complete  answer  does  not  yet  seem  to  have  been  achieved.  It 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  deaths  from  malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasms  are  5 fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  was  2 — rone  fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  10.5  as  against  the  national  figure  of  22.5. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  deaths  attributable  to  childbirth.  The  last  death 
recorded  from  this  cause  was  in  the  year  1945. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  145  fewer  than  in  1957.  This  was  mainly 
due  to  a much  reduced  incidence  of  Measles.  There  were  only  2 cases  of  Whooping  ODugh  notified  as  com- 
pared with  17  in  the  previous  year.  It  may  well  be  that  this  disease  can  soon  be  added  to  the  list  of  diseases 
which  have  been  conquered.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

I trust  that  I may  be  permitted  to  draw  attention  to  the  representation  of  the  Armorial  Bearings 
which  apj)ear  for  the  first  time  on  the  cover  of  the  report.  This,  of  course,  is  a result  of  the  presentation  to 
the  Council  of  the  Grant  of  Arms  by  the  Right  Honourable,  the  Earl  of  Derby,  M.C.,  at  a ceremony  held  on 
3rd  November,  1958. 
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The  most  outstanding  feature  in  regard  to  environmental  conditions  in  the  District  was  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Broughton  Area  Sewerage  Scheme.  A considerable  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the 
brooks  has  resulted  and  they  are  no  longer  subjected  to  the  heavy  pollution  from  seprtic  tank  effluent.  Thus, 
a long  standing  danger  to  health  is  in  process  of  removal. 

Another  danger  to  health  is  atmospheric  pollution.  The  remedy  of  this  in  a District  such  as  Fulwood, 
where  there  are  few  industrial  concerns,  is  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  to  cover  the  District  so 
that  domestic  smoke  will  be  eliminated.  Such  a procedure  would  require  the  sacrifice  by  householders  of 
the  free  choice  of  fuels  but  the  reward  would  be  worthwhile. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr.  McFarlane,  Public  Health  Inspectoi,  for  his  willing  assistance  throughout  the 
year.  Reference  is  made  in  his  report  to  staff  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  Department. 

I am  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Holmes,  Water  Engineer,  and  Mr.  Dickinson,  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  their  appended  reports.  Reference  is  made  in  the  Water  Engineer’s  report  to  the  heavy  contamination  of 
part  of  the  water  catchment  area  by  starlings,  a matter  which  gave  rise  to  considerable  concern. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support  and  encouragement.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
on  all  occasions.

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Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Area. 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape,  the  long  axis  lying  East  and  West,  though  the 
length  of  this  axis  has  been  reduced  by  the  area  transferred  to  Preston  County  Borough  on  the  Eastern  side 
of  the  district.  The  highest  point  of  the  area  is  in  the  North  East  being  190  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the 
lowest  point  in  the  South  West  being  55  feet  above  the  datum  line.  Gentle  rises  and  falls  characterise  the 
district. 


There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area  from  East  to  West,  namely,  Sharoe  Brook, 
Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook,  from  North  to  South  respectively.  Eaves  Brook  forms 
the  Southern  boundary  of  the  district  and  separates  the  Urbant  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston. 
The  Savick  Brook  is  the  largest  of  the  four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  though  after  heavy  rain  it 
frequently  overflows  its  banks  and  floods  the  adjoining  lands.  The  other  three  are  less  rapid  in  their  flow. 

Geologically  the  area  is  a part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is  floored  with  red  rock  of  the  Triassic 
age  (examples  of  these  rocks  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool) . Most  of  this  floor  is  imper- 
meable, but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs  from  South  East  to  North  West  through  part 
of  the  district  and  is  considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base  there  are  three  layers  of 
Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  130  feet — the  Lower  Boulder  Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper 
Boulder  Clay.  The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies  considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  In 
the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many  bluffs  or  hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering 
of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thickness.  Some  of  these  bluffs  have,  on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of 
clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All  the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  in  thickness. 
Towards  the  Western  side  of  the  district  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay  Layer  is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting 
upon  sand  of  up  to  30  feet  in  depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath  which  varies  considerably 
in  thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above  the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plane  rising 
to  the  Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes  reach  a depth  of  170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  pebbles  and  boulders  are  found,  consisting  of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone,  Lakeland 
Traps,  Granites,  and  Volcanic  Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice  movement.  Occa- 
sionally granite  from  Criffel  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway,  may  be  found.  Water  bearing  seams  occur  at 
the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Clay  and  on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle  Drift. 
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The  Meteorological  Features  of  1958. 

As  in  previous  years  meteorological  data  was  very  kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  Barocas  of  the  Jeremiah 
Horrocks  Observatory,  Preston,  by  the  kind  permission  of  Mr.  Tuson,  Chief  Education  Officer,  Preston,  and 
by  Mr.  G.  F.  Sheard,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Station,  Esprick.  Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  both 
these  sources  for  much  useful  information.  Mr.  Holmes  supplied  information  of  the  rainfall  at  Bamsfold  in 
the  water  catchment  area. 
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A short  summary  of  the  weather  in  each  month  is  given  below  : — 

January.  This  month  was  colder  than  average,  although  the  first  part  of  the  month  was  fairly 
warm.  Rain  fell  on  twenty-two  days,  snow  or  sleet  on  nine  days,  hail  on  six  da)rs,  fog  on  nine  days,  ground 
frost  on  fifteen  days  and  air  frost  on  fourteen  days.  Thunder  was  heard  on  one  day.  There  were  43.4  hours 
of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

February.  This  is  usually  one  of  the  driest  months  of  the  year.  This  year,  however,  it  was  extremely 
wet.  The  total  rainfall  amounted  to  6.45  inches,  that  is  2^  times  the  usual  amount  for  this  month.  It  was 
the  wettest  February  since  records  started  in  1876,  with  twenty-five  rain-days.  Towards  the  end  of  the  month 
conditions  became  very  severe.  Snow  fell  and  strong  winds  at  night  caused  considerable  drifting.  There  was 
snow  or  sleet  on  six  days,  hail  on  two  days,  fog  on  three  days,  ground  frost  on  eleven  days  and  air  frost  on 
twelve  days.  There  were  59.4  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

March.  The  month  started  warm  and  wet,  but  towards  the  middle  of  the  month  there  were  several 
cold,  dry  and  sunny  days.  A feature  of  the  month  was  the  persistent,  cold,  easterly  winds,  moderate  in 
strength.  Rain  fell  on  fourteen  days,  snow  or  sleet  on  nine  days,  hail  on  one  day.  There  was  fog  on  two 
days,  ground  frost  on  eighteen  days  and  air  frost  on  thirteen  days.  There  were  137.8  hours  of  sunshine  during 
the  month. 

Ap>ril.  The  first  two  weeks  of  this  month  were  cold  and  dry,  but  sunny.  The  nights  were  mainly 
colder  than  average  and  ground  frost  was  recorded  on  thirteen  nights  and  air  frost  on  seven,  which  is  rather 
unusual  for  the  time  of  the  year.  Rain  fell  on  ten  days,  snow  or  sleet  on  three  days  and  hciil  on  one  day. 
There  were  164.4  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

May  was  a wet  and  cold  month,  although  it  started  off  with  a few  days  of  dry  and  warm  weather. 
The  total  rainfall  for  the  month  was  2.30  inches  above  normal,  making  it  the  wettest  May  since  1924.  Rain 
fell  on  nineteen  days,  hail  on  two  days.  Thunder  was  heard  on  one  day  and  there  was  ground  frost  on  five 
days.  There  were  174.7  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

June  was  another  cold  and  wet  month  The  total  rainfall  for  the  month  was  well  above  average. 
Cloudy  sky  most  of  the  month  with  very  little  sunshine  repeated  ,in  a way,  the  conditions  of  the  previous 
month.  Thunderstorms  and  hail  occurred  on  two  occasions.  Rain  fell  on  eighteen  days  and  there  were  164.3 
hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

July,  too,  did  not  follow  the  normal  pattern.  This  year  it  was  a colder  but  drier  month  than  average. 
The  first  week  of  the  month  saw  an  improvement  in  the  weather  and  the  temperature  began  to  rise  to  the  low 
seventies.  The  hottest  day  of  the  year  was  recorded  during  this  month  on  the  19th,  when  the  maximum 
temperature  reached  75°F.  Rain  fell  on  nineteen  days  and  thunder  was  heard  on  one  day.  There  were 
164.0  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

August,  although  less  wet  than  average,  was  still  a wet  month.  The  month  started  with  a rain-spell 
which  lasted  from  the  1st  to  the  15th.  Cloudy  sky  and  lack  of  sunshine  were  the  characteristics  of  the 
month.  Thunder  was  heard  on  five  occasions  and  rain  fell  on  twenty -two  days.  There  were  127.5  hours  of 
sunshine  during  the  month. 

September  was  a warm  and  very  wet  month.  There  were  few'er  rain-days  in  the  month  than  in 
September  1957,  but  the  intensity  of  rainfall  was  double.  Stormy  weather  occurred  during  the  last  week  of 
the  month  when  we  had  thunder  and  gales  on  three  occasions  In  spite  of  this  amount  of  rain,  September  was 
the  month  which  had  clearest  skies.  Rain  fell  on  eighteen  days,  and  there  were  117.2  hours  of  sunshine  during 
the  month. 
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October  started  as  a wet  month  but  it  improved  after  the  first  half.  The  ground  flooded  on  fourteen 
days  and  ground  frost  began  to  appear  towards  the  middle  of  the  month.  Rain  fell  on  twenty-one  days,  hail 
on  one  day.  There  was  fog  on  five  days  and  ground  frost  on  two  days.  There  were  73.6  hours  of  sunshine 
during  the  month. 

November  on  the  whole  followed  the  usual  pattern  for  this  month.  It  will  be  remembered  mainly 
for  the  number  of  foggy  days  and  nights.  During  the  month  there  were  sixteen  days  of  fog.  Rain  fell  on 
fifteen  days,  hail  on  one  day.  There  was  ground  frost  on  fourteen  days  and  air  frost  on  seven  days.  There 
were  38.6  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month. 

Deoembei  was  mother  month  with  rainfall  less  than  average.  Fog  was  observed  on  twelve  days. 
The  worst  fog  occurred  on  December  the  2nd  when  visibility  was  less  than  10  yards.  The  month  and  year 
ended  with  'a  few  wet  and  warm  days  with  day  temperatures  m the  lower  fifties.  Rain  fell  on  twenty-one  days^. 
snow  or  sleet  on  three  days,  hail  on  three  days.  There  was  ground  frost  on  fifteen  days  and  air  frost  on 
eleven  days.  Thunder  was  heard  on  one  day  and  there  were  39.1  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month.

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District. 

The  district  is  a residential  one  with  wide  streets  and  avenues,  housing  of  an  excellent  and  substantial 
character,  and  through  it  runs  from  South  to  North  the  vital  highway  A. 6.  In  this  district  this  highway  is  a 
broad  and  well  lighted  one.  In  December  the  new  Preston  motorway,  M.6.  was  officially  opened  by  the 
Prime  Minister,  the  Right  Honourable  Harold  McMillan,  P.C.,  M.P.  Part  of  this  motorway  runs  through 
the  Eastern  end  of  the  district.  This  should  tend  to  decrease  the  amount  of  traffic  travelling  through  Fulwood 
along  Garstang  Road.  On  the  outskirts  of  the  area  there  are  dairy  faxms  amd  a small  amount  of  cultivation. 
Many  of  the  avenues  in  the  Northern  section  of  the  district,  built  just  before  the  last  war,  were  not  made  up, 
in  addition  to  some  of  the  side  roads  in  the  older  parts  of  the  district.  Most  of  these  have  now  been  made  up 
in  each  locality,  and  work  is  in  progress  to  extend  this  surfacing  work.  A steam  laundry  employs  local  labour 
and  is  the  largest  industrial  concern  in  the  area.  There  are  two  large  hostels  for  aged  persons  and  a residential 
children’s  home  in  the  district.  There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  area  — Sharoe  Green  Hospital  for  acute, 
chronic,  maternity  and  mental  cases,  and  Longsands  Lane  Continuation  Hospital  for  Orthopaedic  cases. 

The  various  religious  denominations  are  well  catered  for  by  seven  churches,  and  five  of  these  possess 
halls  which  are  used  for  religious  and  social  activities.  These  halls  were  used  in  1958  for  concerts,  dances, 
entertainments  and  lectures.  In  December  the  new  Broughton  Parish  Hall  sited  in  Broadway,  was  completed 
and  officially  opened. 

The  County  Council  Library  has  two  branches  in  this  district,  one  in  the  northern  part  and  one  in 
the  Southern  part  of  the  district. 

Recreation  and  sport  are  well  accommodated.  There  is  an  old  established  and  well  known  Golf  Cffib, 
three  Tennis  Clubs,  a private  Bowling  Club,  several  bowling  greens  at  hotels,  a Sports  Club  and  a Youth 
Centre  with  a sports  section. 

In  two  of  the  County  Council  Schools  there  jre  many  activities  in  the  evenings. 

Local  organisations  provide  debates,  lectures  and  discussions  on  subjects  of  local,  national  and  inter- 
national importance. 
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There  was  no  evidence  of  unemployment  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  Urban  District  during  1958. 

During  the  year  the  useful  work  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continued  under  the  Chair- 
manship of  Mrs.  N.  M.  Howard.  Perhaps  of  special  value  were  the  many  visits  paid  to  those  older  people  who 
were  unable,  by  reason  of  iTl  health  or  disability,  to  carry  out  their  own  shopping  duties  and  outside  visits.  All 
the  various  organisations  in  Fulwood  have  been  invited  to  send  representatives  to  this  Committee  and  many 
accepted  this  duty.  Whenever  possible  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  represented  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

The  over  60’s  Club  continued  to  add  recreational  interest  to  the  other  Committee  activities  which  have 
been  supported  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  other 
members  of  the  Council,  and  also  the  Health  Visitors  and  other  members  oi  Health  Division  No.  4 staff. 

During  the  year  work  began  on  the  building  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Centre  in  Brackenbury 

Road. 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  service,  which  was  started  in  1957  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  con- 
tinued during  1958.  The  service  caters  for  old  people  and  in  some  cases  handicapped  persons,  and  cooked 
meals  at  a nominal  charge  are  delivered  to  their  homes  twice  a week,  on  Mondays  and  Fridays  The  number 
of  persons  receiving  this  service  has  varied  from  eight  to  twelve  each  month  and  the  number  of  meals  served 
from  sixty-six  to  ninety-three  each  month.  This  service  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who  have  derived 
benefit  from  it.

In  the  census  of  1951  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  13,087.  This  population  contained  approxi- 
mately 2,000  persons  resident  in  institutions.  In  1958  the  number  of  residents  in  these  institutions  would  be 
approximately  the  same. 

'For  mid  1958  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  was  14,800 


Deaths  and  Death  Rates. 

I he  tables  below  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The  crude  and  adjusted  death 
rates  were  17.3  and  10.7  respectively,  the  former  being  an  increase  of  0.2  and  the  latter  an  increase  of  0.3  on 
the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  lecorded  during  the  year  was  256.  An  analysis  made  of  the  ages  at  death 
of  those  who  died  after  attaining  the  three  score  and  ten  mark  gives  interesting  information. 

There  were  180  deaths  (82  males  and  98  females)  in  the  ages  above  70  years  : —

During  the  year  there  were  78  deaths  in  hostels  in  this  area  (M.  36,  F.  42). 
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Laboratory  Service. 

The  Laboratory,  attached  to  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  provided  the  technical  assistance  necessary  for 
the  examination  of  bacteriological  and  pathological  specimens.  It  also  carried  out  the  bacteriological  tests  of 
milk,  ice  cream  and  faecal  material,  submitted  to  it  by  this  authority,  and  issued  reports  upon  these 
materials.  This  arrangement  continued  until  December,  when  the  new  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  was 
opened  and  took  over  responsibility  for  all  bacteriological  examinations  concerned  with  Public  Health. 

Chemical  analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Hospital  Service. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  all  hospital  treatment  is  free. 

The  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  administered  locally  by  the

Malignant  Diseases.  A special  section  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  officered  by  personnel  from  the 
Christie  Cancer  Hospital,  Manchester,  was  used  by  patients  from  this  district.  X-ray,  Radium,  Isotopes,  and 
other  forms  of  treatment  were  available.  Where  necessary  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Christie  Hospital  for 
more  extensive  or  more  specialised  treatment. 

Ante-Natal  Services.  The  clinics  formerly  provided  at  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green 
Hospital  by  the  hospitals  and  County  Council  jointly  are  now  provided  by  the  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. No  details  were  issued  of  the  number  of  women  who  attended  them  from  this  district  but  doubtless 
they  were  extensively  used. 


General  Diseases. 

The  accommodation  and  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  requiring  indoor  and  outdoor  hospital 
treatment  are  enumerated  above  but  the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are  utilised  by  the  residents  of  this 
district  is  not  known. 
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However,  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Preston  branch  of  the  National  Insurance,  as  in  former  years, 
kindly  extracted  for  me  from  returns  for  the  Preston  area,  figures  relating  to  Fulwood  of  the  number  of  claims 
for  National  Insurance  for  each  month  in  the  year.  These  figures  apply  to  the  insured  persons  only,  they  do 
not  include  self-employed  persons  and  they  exclude  the  ages  below  and  above  the  age  of  insurance. 

Fulwood  has  a large  number  of  persons  over  the  age  of  insurance,  and  as  a residential  cirea  many  are 
self-employed  persons.  It  would,  therefore,  be  difficult  to  base  any  scientific  conclusions  for  the  populations 
generally  from  the  figures  issued  for  the  insured  population. 

Comparisons,  however,  can  be  drawn  from  them  of  the  seasonal  rises  and  falls  of  sickness  and  of  the 
variations  from  year  to  year.

A Diagnostic  Clinic  for  Deafness  particularly  in  infancy  was  held  at  Larch  House. 
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School  Children 

Routine  medical  inspections  were  made  at  the  schools  and  the  School  Nurses  made  frequent  visit!; 
to  the  schools  and  inspections  throughout  the  year. 

Children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments  or  special  examinations  can  now  receive  attention 
at  the  clinic  in  Larch  House.  A fortnightly  Ophthalmic  clinic  is  also  held  on  the  same  premises. 

In  addition  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  children  by  the  school  nurses  to  follow  up  treatment 
or  to  keep  the  children  under  observation  in  their  homes. 

The  Centre  for  speech  defects  and  for  speech  training  at  Spring  Bank,  Preston,  was  available  for 
children  from  this  area. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

A Social  and  Handicraft  Centre  for  handicapped  persons  was  started  by  the  County  Council  during 
the  year.  This  was  held  fortnightly  at  Larch  House  with  about  ten  persons  attending. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  scheme  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Administrative  County  is 
administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. Dispensaries  are  provided  for  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease,  staffed  by  Chest  Physicians  and  tuber- 
culosis Health  Visitors.  The  dispensaries  work  in  close  association  with  the  Sanatoria  and  serve  a valuable 
purpose  in  the  main  essence  of  supervision  of  patients  after  their  discharge  therefrom. 

The  dispensary  for  patients  residing  in  the  District  is  situated  at  12,  Walton’s  Parade,  Preston. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplied  the  hospital  and  Sanatorium  accommodation. 

Chemotherapy  and  BCG  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  have  undoubtedly  improved  greatly  the  out- 
look on  this  disease. 

BCG  Vaccination  is  available  to  contacts  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Dispensaries 
and  to  thirteen  year  old  children  under  the  School  Health  Service. 

In  spite  of  the  foregoing,  environmental  control  is  still  of  great  importance  in  preventing  spread  and 
must  not  be  neglected. 

The  eradication  of  tuberculosis  still  remains  a challenge  to  preventive  medicine.

ENVIRONMENTAL  SERVICES. 

The  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Disease. 

In  the  introductory  remarks  to  the  report,  comments  have  been  made  on  general  aspects  of  infec 
tious  disease  in  this  area  in  1958.  None  of  the  out-breaks  presented  any  problems  other  than  the  difficul 
ty  of  endeavouring  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  during  the  year  was  only  61  as  compared  with  206  during  1957. 
This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  there  being  only  27  cases  of  Measles  compared  with  133  cases  last  year. 
.\lso  of  note  is  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of  whooping  cough,  only  2 cases  being  notified  against  17  the  previous 
year.  The  19  cases  of  Scarlet  'Fever,  1 case  of  D5rsentery  and  2 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  all  investigated 
and  disinfections  carried  out  where  necessary.  During  the  year  32  faeces  sj>ecimens  have  been  taken  during 
the  investigation  of  Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery  notifications. 

The  causative  organism  of  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  found  to  be  Salmonella  Typhimurium  and 
upon  further  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  Mother  and  Father  of  the  case  were  symptomless  excreters. 
The  Father  worked  at  Whittingham  Mental  Hospital  as  a Butcher  and  he  was  immediately  excluded  from 
work  until  found  to  be  clear  of  the  infection.  Also  of  interest  was  the  fact  that  one  case  of  Salmonella 
Typhimurium  was  notified  from  the  hospital  and  another  patient  at  the  hospital  who  died,  was  found  to  have 
the  infection  (but  this  was  not  the  cause  of  death) . 

There  were  no  cases  of  Pohomyelitis  notified  during  the  year. 

One  case  of  Undulant  Fever  was  reported  to  this  department  although  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease. 
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Investigations  were  carried  out,  and  it  was  found  that  the  milk  was  supplied  from  outside  the  district.  The 
neighbouring  Local  Authority  was  informed  and  further  investigation  into  the  milk  supply  was  carried  out  by 
them.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk.  There  are  eight  dairies  in  the  district,  and  also  eight  shops  other  than  dairies  selling  milk. 
There  are  also  fifteen  other  distributors  with  premises  outside  the  district. 

During  the  year  thirty-seven  licences  have  been  issued  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  thirty- 
four  for  Pasteurised  milk  and  twenty-two  licences  for  Sterilised  milk.

The  County  Council  was  the  Authority  lor  Food  and  Drugs  under  which  samples  of  food  were  taken 
for  analysis.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  Holmes,  the  Water  Engineer,  as  in  past  years,  has  supplied  a report  upon  the  water  position  in 
Fulwood.  This  report  has  been  appended. 

It  was  recommended  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  report  on  the  District  in  1957, 
that  provision  oI  suitable  filtration  plant  should  be  made,  in  order  to  prevent  turbidity  which  occasionally 
occurs,  and  further  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water. 

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  CONTROL 

This  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  progress  in  sewage  control,  probably  more  so  than  in  the 
previous  ten  years.  The  Joint  Main  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  in  July  and  the  Fulwood  Sewerage 
System  was  connected  to  the  Preston  Corporation  Sewage  works  at  Freckleton.  The  Fulwood  sewage  works 
was  abandoned. 

The  drainage  from  the  houses  in  the  Southern  or  older  part  of  the  district,  as  in  previous  years  was 
connected  direct  to  the  main  sewers,  and  therefore  no  alterations  were  necessary  on  completion  of  the  Joint 
Sewerage  Scheme. 

In  the  Northern  part  oj  the  district  the  drains  were  connected  to  septic  tanks  and  the  overflows  dis- 
charged into  the  nearest  brook.  On  completion  of  the  Broughton  Area  Sewerage  Scheme,  alterations  to  the 
existing  house  drains  were  necessary  in  order  to  put  these  direct  on  to  the  main  sewers.  A house  connection 
scheme  was  in  progress  by  the  second  half  of  the  year,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  1200  houses 
had  been  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system.  All  this  work  has  made  for  a considerable  improvement  in 
the  cleanliness  of  the  brooks  in  the  district,  as  they  are  no  longer  subject  to  the  heavy  pollution  from  the 
septic  tank  effluents. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

The  River  Board  are  responsible  for  ensuring  the  purity  of  the  streams,  their  powers  are  wide  and 
are  used  with  a more  stringent  standard  than  in  years  past. 

The  four  brooks  in  the  district  all  running  from  East  to  West,  which  were  considerably  fouled  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  began  to  show  some  improvement  as  work  on  the  Sewerage  Schemes  progressed.  The 
Savick  Brook  is  fast  flowing  and  keeps  comparatively  clean,  and  the  others.  Eaves,  Boundary  and  Sharoe, 
which  normally  were  much  contaminated  by  overflow  from  Septic  Tanks,  were  also  beginning  to  run  com- 
paratively clean  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  water  carriage  system  was  almost  universal  in  the  district,  the  houses  in  the  south  portion  of 
the  district  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  and  the  northern  portion  to  septic  tanks,  although  these  were  also 
connected  to  the  main  sewer  on  completion  of  the  Broughton  Area  Sewerage  Scheme,  but  some  of  the  Septic 
Tanks  still  remain  in  use. 

Number  of  houses  supplied  with  water — 4,518. 

Number  of  houses  on  water  carriage  system — 4,463. 

Number  of  fresh  water  closets — 4,845 

Number  of  privy  middens — 4. 

Number  of  pail  closets — ^3. 
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Four  existing  pail  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets  during  1958.  The  additional  houses 
numbered  216. 

Public  Oeansing. 

The  Engineer  aud  Surveyor  was  responsible  for  this  service,  as  well  as  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

This  service  was  fully  motorised  and  a weekly  collection  for  the  district  was  in  operation,  and  5,536 
movable  ashbins  were  cleared  each  week. 


Tipping  on  the  controlled  system  was  used  on  the  various  tips  utilised.  The  main  tip  was  at  ; — 
Longsands  Lane,  Fulwood. 

Additionally,  private  tips  were  in  use  at  : — 

Victoria  Road 
Civic  Hostel 
Mill  Lane 
Highgate  Park 

These  were  regularly  inspected  for  nuisance  or  for  j>est  infestation. 

The  tip  at  Longsands  Lane  was  on  hre  on  numerous  occasions  during  the  year  and  remedial  action 
was  taken  where  necessary. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

This  Act  was  administered  by  the  County  Council,  but  on  their  request  this  authority  undertook  to 
inspect  the  shops,  and  thirty -two  inspections  were  made. 

Housing. 

The  standard  of  housing  in  this  district  is  and  always  has  been  a high  one.  The  policy  of  the 
Council  has  always  been  to  maintain  that  standard  and  thus  to  retain  the  residential  character  of  the  area. 

During  the  year  under  review,  216  houses  were  completed  and  all  of  them  were  built  by  private 
persons  or  bodies.  All  these  houses  were  connected  to  existing  sewers.  Two  Council  flats  were  completed  during 
the  year. 

There  were  325  houses  visited  during  the  year  necessitating  850  visits  to  inspect  for  any  defects 
(including  drainage).  161  new  defects  were  found  of  an  easily  remedied  character  and  during  the  year 
163  defects  were  abated  as  a result  of  informal  action.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceed- 
ings. 

Overc  rowding 

One  dwelling  was  found  to  be  overcrowded  in  1958,  involving  a family  of  12  persons.  This  case 
was  relieved  when  the  family  was  rehoused,  after  a report  was  submitted  to  the  Housing  Committee. 

There  were  approximately  55  applicants  on  the  housing  hst  at  the  year  end,  and  another  40  on  the  list 
for  Old  People’s  Bungalows. 

School  Accommodation. 

The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  district  is  seven  and  they  are  as  follows  : — 

Fulwood  and  Cadley  County  Primary  School,  Cadley  Causeway. 
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Fulwood  and  Cadley  County  Secondary  Modern  acnool.  Black  Bull  Lane. 

Fulwood  and  Cadley  County  Primary  (Harris  Dept.)  School. 

Kennington  Road  Junior  School. 

St.  Anthony's  R.C.  School,  Cadley  Causeway. 

St.  Pius  10th  School,  Garstang  Road. 

St.  Vincent’s  R.C.  School,  Garstang  Road. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  only  large  works  in  the  district  is  the  steam  laundry,  the  chimney  of  which  is  frequently  kept 
under  observation.  This  chimney  has  been  a source  of  trouble  for  some  time,  due  to  inefficient  stoking,  or 
overloading  of  the  plant.  The  Chimney  owners  were  found  to  be  quite  co-operative  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  they  decided  to  change  over  from  solid  fuel  (hand  fired)  to  oil.  It  was  hoped  that  the  installation 
of  a new  oil  fired  steam  generator  would  be  completed  early  in  1959,  after  which  no  further  trouble  would 
be  experienced  from  this  chimney. 

The  Preston  County  Borough  Council  also  decided  to  change  over  to  oil  at  the  Civic  Hostel.  It  is 
planned  to  install  three  new  oil  fired  furnaces  to  replace  the  existing  solid  fuel  ones.  The  first  of  these  was 
due  to  ibe  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  remaining  two  in  1959  or  early  1960. 

With  the  conversion  of  these  two  premises  to  oil,  any  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district  can  be  put 
down  to  domestic  smoke  and  to  combat  this,  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  to  cover  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  District  would  have  to  be  considered. 

Attention  has  been  focused  on  the  possible  danger  arising  from  the  exhaust  of  motor  vehicles.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  main  A6  road  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  district,  and  the  new  M6  motorway  runs 
through  the  eastern  part  of  the  district,  any  step>s  to  control  this  factor  in  air  pollution  must  be  of  interest  to 
this  authority.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1 958. 


Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

This  current  year  has  seen  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  In  March  Miss  M- 
Carter,  who  was  clerk /shorthand  typist  for  eight  years,  left  us  on  the  occasion  of  her  marriage  to  Mr.  J.  D. 
Frankland,  who  was  with  this  department  from  1954  to  1956  as  a Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector.  We  extend 
to  them  both  our  very  best  wishes  for  their  future  happiness. 

Miss  J,  Whelan,  who  commenced  her  duties  as  clerk/ shorthand  typist  in  Mcirch  soon  became 
familiar  with  the  work  of  the  department  and  has  proved  herself  competent  and  a very  worthy  successor  to 
Miss  Carter. 

In  May  our  Rodent  Operator,  Mr  T.  B.  Martin,  resigned  and  went  into  private  business.  We  wish 
him  every  success  in  his  new  venture.  We  welcome  Mr.  J.  L.  Singleton,  who  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year,  shows  an  increase  of  approximately  100  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  visits  to  certain  types  of  premises  has  in  some  cases  increased  and 
in  others  has  decreased.  Two  specific  instances  worthy  of  mention  are  in  connection  with  Rodent  Control 
and  the  Slaughterhouse.  Ihe  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  with  Rodent  Control  shows  a considerable 
decrease,  mainly  due  to  two  factors,  one  being  that  fe  wer  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  were  received,  and 
the  other  being  the  necessity  to  train  a new  Rodent  Operator.  Visits  to  the  private  slaughterhouse  increased 
from  89  in  1957  to  324  this  year,  with  regular  slaughtering  being  carried  out  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  we  were  presented  with  a considerable  amount  of  new  legislation  but  with  the 
exception  of  The  Local  Government  Act  1958,  it  was  all  concerned  with  Slaughterhouses  and  Regulations 
made  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958,  which  proved  to  be  a very  complicated  Act,  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  August,  and  covers  the  hcensing  of  Slaagnteih  ouses;  the  Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  of  persons 
employed  in  Slaughterhouses;  and  empowers  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  make  regula- 
tions dealing  with  the  humane  Slaughter  of  Animals,  but  the  most  important  part  of  the  Act  requires  every 
Local  Authority  to  carry  out  a review  of,  and  to  submit  to  the  Minister  a report  on  : (a)  the  existing  and 
probable  future  requirements  of  their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  and  (b)  the  facilities  which  are,  or 
are  likely  to  become,  available  to  meet  those  requirements.  This  report  must  be  submitted  to  the  Minister 
between  November  1959  and  November  1960. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958  were  received  in  December  but  did  not  come  into 
operation  until  1st  January,  1959.  These  regulations  are  designed  to  secure  the  observance  of  sanitary  and 
cleanly  conditions  in  connection  with  the  construction  and  operation  of  Slaughterhouses  and  the  handling  of 
meat  therein. 

In  December  we  were  also  presented  with  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regula- 
tions, 1958,  which  made  it  compulsory  for  all  Slaughterhouses,  where  adult  cattle  were  slaughtered,  to  be 
provided  with  a stunning  pen. 
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The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  (Appointed  Day)  Order  1958,  came  into  operation  in  February.  The 
appointed  day  for  this  order  was  1st  June,  1958,  and  brought  into  force  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  including  those  relating  to  the  prohibi  tion  of  dark  smoke  from  chimneys,  measures  for  dealing 
with  grit  and  dust  from  furnaces,  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances,  and  the  application  of  the  act  to  railway 
engines,  vessels  and  crown  premises. 

The  permitted  periods  for  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  vessels,  were  laid  down  under  the  Dark 
Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June, 
although  these  regulations  were  of  far  more  importance  to  Port  Authorities,  than  to  Urban  Authorities  like 
Fulwood. 


During  the  year  only  one  application  for  a certificate  of  Disrepair  (under  the  Rent  Act,  1957)  was 
received,  and  this  Wcis  granted.  In  connection  with  applications  received  and  approved  during  the  previous 
year,  two  certificates  of  disrepair  were  cancelled  on  completion  of  all  the  repairs,  and  in  four  other  cases 
where  an  undertaking  had  been  received  from  the  owner  all  tbe  necessary  repairs  were  completed  during 
1958. 


On  completion  of  the  Broughton  Area  Sewerage  Scheme  it  was  possible  to  have  four  existing  pail 
closets,  at  properties  in  Black  Bull  Lane,  converted  to  fresh  water  closets.  The  Council  made  a grant  towards 
the  cost  of  these  conversions  under  Section  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  m order  to  do  away  with  this 
“ in”  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  incidence  of  Food  Poisoning  was  again  low  throughout  the  district,  only  two  notifications  being 

received. 


Work  on  the  various  phases  of  the  environmental  health  services  has  continued  as  in  the  past  and 
visits  to  the  different  t5rpes  of  premises  are  again  shown  in  tabulated  form  with  the  defects  remedied  shown 
against  each  section.  Details  of  food  sampled  are  also  given,  whilst  the  kind  of  food  premises  and  the  results 
of  food  inspvections  are  given  in  the  form  required  by  th e County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Ministry. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and 
confidence  during  the  year.  I am  also  grateful  to  all  my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation  and  help.

Refuse  Collection  and  Salvage. 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  disposal  being  carried  out 
by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

155  tons  3 cwts.  of  materials  were  salvaged  and  sold  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATERWORKS  ENGINEER 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Water  Supply,  1958. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the  workings  of  the  Department  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1958. 

Area  of  Supply. 

The  Statutory  Area  of  Supply  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Fulwood  and  the  rural  parishes  ot 
Broughton,  Goosnargh,  Haighton,  Whittingham  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Grimsargh  and  Lea. 

That  part  of  the  parish  of  Lea,  ceded  to  the  County  Borough  of  Preston  in  1956  continued  to  be 
supplied  by  the  Council  until  the  5th  August  when  that  area  and  the  small  severed  area  of  Fulwood’s  to  the 
north  received  their  supplies  from  Preston. 

The  total  number  of  premises  being  supplied  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  5,460,  of  which,  4,253  were 
in  the  Urban  District,  1,185  in  the  Preston  Rural  District,  20  in  the  County  Borough  and  2 in  Clitheroe  Rural 
District.  These  figures  are  inclusive  of  the  metered  supplies  but  do  not  take  into  account  34  free  supplies. 

Rainfall. 


The  Council  maintains  two  officially  recognised  rainfall  stations  at  Barnsfold  and  Haighton 
Reservoirs,  the  daily  readings  from  which  are  forwarded  at  monthly  intervals  to  the  Air  Ministry  via  the 
Lancashire  River  Board. 

The  most  interesting  details  of  the  year’s  records  are  set  out  here  with  : —

The  wettest  month  at  Beacon  Fell  was  February  with  a precipitation  of  8.50  inches.  (For  comparison 
the  heaviest  daily  rainfall  recorded  was  14.40  inches  in  August,  1956). 

The  driest  month  at  the  Barnsfold  Statiaon  was  April  with  1.93  inches. 

The  number  of  days  with  no  rainfall,  i.e.  less  than  0.01  inch  was  138. 

The  largest  drought  period  was  only  11  days  from  the  13th  to  23rd  March  inclusive. 

The  heaviest  day’s  rainfall  occurred  on  the  22nd  August  when  1.46  inches  fell  during  the  24  hours. 
(Highest  ever  recorded  3.62  inches). 
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The  rainfall  was  much  more  evenly  spread  over  the  year  than  m the  previous  yeai'  as  shown  by  the 
following  figures  : —

Gathering  Grounds. 

Water  is  gathered  from  two  catchment  aresis,  one  on  Beacon  Fell  295  acres  in  extent,  195  of  which  are 
owned  by  the  Council,  and  76  acres  on  Saddle  Fell,  the  water  rights  of  which  are  leased  from  the  Derby 
Estates. 


Owing  to  the  fact  that  heavy  contamination  by  a mass  roost  of  starlings  on  part  of  the  Fell  caused  a 
large  proportion  of  the  water  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  to  be  turned  to  waste  before  passing  through 
the  Venturi  Flumes,  the  usual  comparison  between  rainfall  and  run-off  would  be  meaningless.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  whole  product  of  the  west  side  of  the  Fell  was  turned  to  waste  for  45  days  and  that  of  the  east 
side  for  50  days  and  the  run-off  from  the  worst  affected  2 0 acres  until  the  17th  October  the  amount  passed 
through  the  recorders  was  157.996  million  gallons.  During  the  period  this  was  collected  the  rainfall  was 
45.06  inches — thus  the  run-off  was  3.51  milhon  gallons  per  inch  of  rainfall  compared  with  3.36  last  year,  the 
improvement  being  due  to  inexpensive  improvements  carried  out  to  the  drainage  of  the  west  side  of  the  Fell. 

I he  Saddle  Fell  gathering  ground  was  responsible  for  67.43  milhon  gallons  against  61.47  last  year,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  it  had  been  shut  down  for  50'  days. 

The  capacity  of  the  6"  main  was  maintained  by  pressure  scraping  as  in  previous  years. 

Barnsfold  Reservoirs  did  not  overflow  at  any  time  during  the  year,  the  maximum  quantity  im- 
pounded being  73.62  m.g.  in  January. 

As  previously  mentioned  in  late  January  a mass  roost  of  starhngs,  estimated  at  over  a million, 
invaded  the  plantation  near  the  Reservoir  through  which  passed  open  jointed  pipelines  delivering  water 
from  all  the  east  side  of  Beacon  Fell  and  the  supply  from  Saddle  Fell. 

After  relatively  heavy  rainfall  the  water  entering  the  collecting  channel  was  coffee  coloured  and  gave 
a B.  Coli  count  of  1,800+  . The  whole  run-off  was  turned  to  waste  until  the  drainage  of  the  wood  had  been 
severed  from  the  rest  and  the  main  collecting  drains,  18"  and  15"  in  diameter,  relaid  with  sealed  joints.  After 
trying  several  methods,  including  high  frequency  sound  waves,  the  birds  were  eventually  persuaded  to  move 
by  firing  shrapnel  rockets  as  they  approached  and  roosted.  At  first  they  moved  to  the  higher  areas  of  the 
Fell  and  contaminated  that  run-off  also. 

Bacteriological  analyses  were  made  every  few  days  and  when  eventually  it  was  considered  safe  to 
use  the  water,  apart  from  that  from  the  woods  nearest  the  Reservoir,  as  the  two  supplies  could  not  be  converged 
a portable  chlorinator  was  installed  at  No.  1 Intake  to  deal  with  this  separately.  The  main  collecting  channel 
which  had  to  be  used  temporarily  to  dispose  of  the  highly  contaminated  run-off  from  the  wood  was  sterilised 
with  a 50  p.p.m.  solution  before  being  brought  into  use. 

Quantity  Supplied  : 

Owing  to  a gradually  increasing  but  externally  undetectable  fault  in  the  mechanism  of  the  Venturi 
recorder  during  the  summer  months  causing  them  to  under-read,  the  exact  total  quantity  supplied  during  the 
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year  cannot  be  accurately  ciscertained  but  a mean  value  of  four  months  after  the  repair  was  1,094,369  gallons 
per  day.

The  maximum  daily  recorded  flow  from  Barnsfold  Reservoirs  was  1,194,000  gallons  on  the  2nd 

January. 

The  minimum  quantity  impounded  was  37.78  m.g.  on  the  27th  December. 

Treatment  and  Quality. 

All  water  from  the  Beacon  Fell  and  Saddle  gathering  grounds  entering  Barnsfold  Reservoirs  was 
chloraminated  with  a 4.1  chlorine  ammonia  dose,  the  gases  being  injected  :by  manually  controlled  instru- 
ments at  settings  calculated  from  the  readings  of  two  V enturi  Flume  Recorders  in  such  concentrations  as  would 
result  in  residuals  at  the  inlet  cills  of  0.6  to  0.7  p.p.m.  This  could  usually  be  achieved  with  a dose  of  about 
1.00  p.p.m.  except  during  the  trouble  with  the  starlings  when  a constant  check  Wcis  kept  and  doses  of  higher 
proportions  used  as  required. 

After  storage  all  water  passed  to  the  distribution  system  was  given  further  smaller  doses  of  chlorine 
and  ammonia  by  means  of  a Wallace  & Tiernan  chlonnator  and  ammoniator  controlled  automatically  by 
differential  pressures  from  a Venturi  tube  giving  a dose  proportional  to  the  flow  at  any  particular  time.  The 
proportion  of  chlorine  to  ammonia  used  was  at  the  inlet,  4:1,  and  the  dose  regulated  according  to  the  require- 
ments as  shown  by  the  residuals  in  samples  taken  daily  from  a point  in  the  trunk  mam  immediately  down- 
stream of  the  point  of  injection  and  at  times  from  Lower  House  Farm. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  vary  the  dose  between  0 2 and  0.6  p.p.m.  as  usual,  the  heavier  concentra- 
tions usually  being  required  in  the  summer  months. 

The  residuals  obtained  averaged  approximately  0.18  p.p.m.  for  most  of  the  year  but  in  the  last  two 
months  they  were  increased  to  0.21  to  0.22  in  order  to  maintain  the  required  figures  at  Lower  House  Farm  and 
at  Fulwood. 

Samples  for  obtaining  residuals  were  taken  fr  om  the  Inlet  to  Outlet  at  least  once  daily,  and  at 
frequent  intervals  in  the  Fulwood  area  for  the  determination  of  chlorine,  and  pH  and  Hazen  values. 

The  Council's  Consultant  Analyst,  Mr.  T.  W.  Lovett,  F.R.I.C.,  took  a lafge  number  of  samples  for 
bacteriological  analysis — 60  in  all,  and  almost  doub  le  the  number  taken  last  year,  the  additional  ones  being 
taken  to  ensure  a safe  water  during  and  after  the  contamination  by  the  starting  roost.

All  the  positive  counts,  except  one  of  3 per  1 00  ml.  occurred  during  the  six  days  following  the  7th  of 
September  after  1.4"  of  rain  had  fallen  in  approximately  20  minutes  and  wafer  washed  out  from  the  starling 
contaminated  plantation  flooded  into  the  Reservoirs.  The  flow  on  this  occasion  being  so  heavy  that  all  the 
existing  run-off  pipes  and  even  hastily  erected  wooden  dams,  could  not  prevent  its  ingress  into  the  Reservoir. 


Subsequently  the  flow  was  taken  from  the  lo  west  available  draw-off  and  the  chlorine  dose  increased 
after  which  all  samples  proved  sterile.  During  this  short  period,  13  samples  were  taken  from  the  Reservoirs, 
intakes  and  supply  mains.

No  special  comments  were  made  by  the  Analyst  about  the  lower  counts,  except  that  up  to  0.5  p.p.m. 
residual  chlorine  was  present  in  the  samples. 


The  25  counts  were  from  both  intakes  during  September  when  the  Analyst’s  remarks  were  " the 
most  curious  thing  about  the  bacteriological  results  of  these  two  samples  is  that  in  spite  of  the  presence  of  0.6 
and  0.8  p.p.m.  of  chlorine,  coliform  organisms  were  present  to  the  extent  of  25  per  100  mis.  of  water  after 
24  and  48  hours  incubation." 


In  addition  31  samples  were  subjected  to  chem  ical  analysis,  14  from  water  as  delivered  to  the  con- 
sumers, and  17  others  of  raw  water  and  from  the  run-off  from  the  starling  infected  areas  and  from  the 
Reservoirs.

The  number  of  fractured  mains  was  less  than  last  year’s  figure  of  93,  and  a considerable  proportion  of 
those  which  did  occur  were  caused  by  Contractors  and  were  not  due  to  any  fault  in  the  mains  system.

All  mains  were  thoroughly  sterilised  before  being  put  into  use. 

The  total  length  of  mains  in  the  Statutory  Area  is  now  73.4  miles. 

All  air  valves  and  sluice  valves  on  the  trunk  m ains  were  serviced  once  during  the  year. 

At  Barnsfold  the  gathering  grounds  on  Beacon  Fell,  Intakes,  Reservoirs  and  Buildings,  were  main- 
tained in  good  condition  and  the  chlorinating  equipment  operated  satisfactorily,  all  repairs  and  servicing  being 
carried  out  by  the  Water  Bailiff. 

Afforestation. 

Since  the  entailment  of  the  programme  last  year  no  new  trees  have  been  purchased.  Some  2,300 
Sitka  Spruce  2 year  -i-  2 were  transplanted  on  to  the  F ell,  leaving  approximately  18,600  in  the  Nursery.  The 
total  number  of  trees  is  now  in  the  region  of  225,300,  th  e oldest  of  which  were  transplanted  in  1939. 

Waste  Detection. 

The  night  inspections  for  the  detection  of  faul  ty  fittings  revealed  33  sources  of  waste  all  of  which  were 
quickly  repaired. 

Hydrant  Conversions. 

As  the  work  on  main  laying  gradually  went  ahead  of  the  development  it  was  found  possible  to  resume 
the  conversions,  and  a further  53  hydrants  were  changed  to  the  screwdown  pattern.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will 
continue  and  the  scheme  will  be  completed  in  a short  time. 

Metered  Supplies. 

There  were  few  changes  in  the  metered  supplies  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  premises 
metred,  excluding  Whittingham  Hospital,  now  being  290,  in  addition  to  which  there  were  111  troughs,  20 
small  supphes  and  3 master  meters,  a total  of  424  meters. 

General. 

In  view  of  the  pending  Re-Grouping  of  Water  Undertakings  no  further  work  has  been  carried  out  on 
the  development  of  the  successful  trial  bore-hole  at  Haighton. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Waterworks  Committee  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  and  the  outside  staff  who  have  given  me  very  willing  assistance  at  all  times  in 
carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Department.
